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ARIS says “stripes,” and America adds, “with a discreet eye on the figure of 
the wearer.” The materials are varied, and they are used in every possible 
way to give the effect that is a relief in this day of many different weaves. 
Stripes bob up serenely every season, and the message today to women is 

how the striped fabrics are used. 

There’s velvet, for instance, used for the street suit. If the word of Paris is 
to be regarded, velvet is the fabric’ paramount for fall and winter; and here it is in 
a soft shade of brown with cream stripes. There is a panel at the front with the 
stripes running vertically. A deep hem:of horizontal stripes is placed at the lower 
part of the coat, the same modified band being used on the euffs. On the skirt this is 
again observed, and the whole costume stands as a charming exploitation of stripes 
that suit any figure, the horizontal offsetting the vertical. 

A large hat of silk is shown giving stripes an excellent opportunity to form a 
background for the trimming. ‘The frame is covered with black and white silk and 
lined with black. A hugé bow of black velvet is placed over the round crown and 
held down under white silk poppies, 

Under the chiffon dress is used a striped silk of peacock blue. ‘Here is an ex- 
cellent suggestion for the use of last year’s dress; for veiled fabrics are quite in 
order and stripes are in decided yogue. A deep hem of plain silk holds the outer 
material in under a piping; the plain yoke, belt and cuffs are used on the dice, 
softening down the whole dress into a study in blues. 

Thé entire gown of black and white striped silk is shown in an afternoon gown 
that hints of the time of the French kings. A high line, large, supple revers, a 
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girdle of brilliant blue, its sash end hanging in front, and a deep hem of six folds 
of plain silk make up this gown. The stripes run up and down on the bodice, and 
there are the continued sleeves, ending in plain cuffs over the subcuff of heavy lace. 
A little panel. of horizontal stripes outlined with plain is inset at éach side of the 
skirt, 

In the separate voile blouse stripes are artistically combined with plain silk, 
hand embroidery and soutache, Blue and white is the color scheme. Fine tueks give 
a trifle of fullness over each shoulder, the sleeves extending halfway and outlined 
by six buttons and cords, A puff of the striped material is edged with silk and 
lace, The square line at the yoke is deepened by soutache braid in two squares at 
the sides. With a skirt of striped material or corded velvet this blouse is par- 
ticularly suitable to be worn. 

For the lining of a silk wrap striped satin gives a good effe The dura- 
bility of material in black and white is undeniable.. There is half the possibility of 
becoming soiled, and there is always the easy matching in colors. - 

Stripes have the power to change, in appearance at least, the figure. They ac- 
cent the line in the direction in which they run--a point that it would be. well to 
remember. Here are six ideas for using striped fabrics. From them surely every 
woman can make a wise choice for the coming season.
